The bill modifies the Colorado Re-engaged Initiative to allow students who have 
earned less than 15 credits before transferring to qualify for the program.  The bill will 
minimally increase workload for participating institutions of higher education on an 
ongoing basis.

Summary of Legislation 

Under the Colorado Re-Engaged Initiative (CORE), a postsecondary student may receive an 

associate’s degree if they earn at least 70 credit hours in a baccalaureate degree program but withdraw 

before completion.  These students do not qualify for an associate’s degree through CORE if they 

transferred to an institution directly from a state community college.  The bill modifies this restriction 

to allow students who have earned less than 15 credit hours at the state community college and 

transfer to be eligible for an associate’s degree through CORE.  

State Expenditures 

The bill minimally increases workload for participating institutions of higher education to award 

associates degrees to newly eligible students.  Additionally, institutions may have an additional check 

to determine if a student qualifies for an associate’s degree through CORE.  Any change in workload 

is assumed to be minimal. 
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Effective Date 

The bill takes effect 90 days following adjournment of the General Assembly sine die, assuming no 

referendum petition is filed.
